The Major was the alter ego el a total IV 
personality, actor and writer named Ton Leahy, 
and in me grand tradition oi low-budget local 
tefttisiw the station pretty much let Leahy do 
as he pressed when (t*e brass decided to nm a 
series Of Horror movies late Friday nights. 

The show Quickly became a m usL-wafeh for 
the local kiddies, slighlEy older ones than the 
Major's target audience though I was only sis 
when I first started sneaking into the living 
room at midnight Id watch it). Every Friday a 
cadavi-rous-lookinq ghoul known only as The 
Host weteomed us into his dank, rolling castle, 

with a voice lhat landed somewhere on the spectrum between Boris Kartell and Franklin Pangbom. Scon, [ho 
troth was whispered by the Sort of kids whd give you your first terrifying misinformation about where babies 
realty tome horn; MAJOfl ASTRO WAS THE HOST OF "NIGHTMARE!" 

He had a hunchbacked assistant named Rodney, who looked like 
an unholy hrhrid oTeor&^'Salurn Devouring! hi$ Children" and 
Animal from the Muppets.'niey showed movies thal ranged trom the 
V luveisiit Horror Cycle classics btthe 1 930s and '40$ to. on at least 
one occasion, an old episode oi "The Outer limits' reinied h m 
Human Corpse." 

Before the start of the movie, before and after commercial breaks, 
and after the movie ended, the Host and Rodney and the occasional 
guest star would perform a playlet. One I recall particularly vividly 
involved a tax collector showing up at the castle and Chen disap- 
pearing by the end or the episode, presumably at tho hands of mine, 
slobbering Rodney. Two or three Fridays later, another lax collector 
cst-c locking for him, and tho Host and Rodney shared deliqhlcd glances with the viewer, who of course knew 
that this week's guest was going 10 meet the same ghastly [if unspecified} fufe as his colleague, 

There were simitar- shows. I know, oil over the country, in markets 
targe and small, trslurd to imagine anyone walching such a pro- 
gram and net understa nding that itwasiheatcv, bid somewhere an 
America {no one seems able to pm*wn the ennet location) a ghoul- 
ish lad named Guniher Gedmiind watched his fecal horror host Slid 
thought, for the NrjS lime, maybe 1 Should show movie* Ofl the TV.

And thus was television history made. Once he was made To 
understand that the castles and dungeons Of ether horror hosts 
were mere papier-machO and tempera paint, ho set about locking 
for ao actual dungeon, but when these activities attracted too much 
unwelcome alien hen from Ihc authorities, Gunther hit upon an idea. 
NO place rvJS more frightening to him lhan his own subte rranean 
home. And thus was born the Easement Sublet 01 HOrrtr,

The name lor my character Gunlhcr 
Qedfmiiid.eame from a dreom i had In 19SJ- In we dream (was watching a television show where me host was 
in a hovering desk mounted in a kind oF flying saucer, Ihe Show was called "Gunlhcr Dednumd's Floating Space 
strip". The original concept I had was pretty involved and my pFan was to show atl types ol movies, but duo to 
an eklrcmc lack of funds i decided lo locus on one type of movies, Iwtor liirrrs^ After twenty years ol coirccimg 
and editing lilms, my basement had become a ready-made cot for a movie show. tn Gunlher Dedmund was 
dus led ell.
